Oyster Boy, Sept. 16—President |
Roosevelt  yestorday received his |
friends and neighbors of Nassin |
rotnty and between 6000 and 7,000
persons eEhook his hand. The reception
was held st his country home, on
Sagamore HIlL and from 3 o'cloek
antil dearly six he woas busy shaking |
hands and renewing old acquaintan- |
ces

He met people whom he had not |
seen for 30 years and shool hands |
«th men who had known him whe
he was a child. The president
theroughly enjoyed the alfair  and
peemed s fres when it was over as
when he began, He npluu_wi his
feeling to & woman In the crowd who
asked him If ho was getting tired.

“Not 4 bit" he replied. "It takes
more than & trolley car to knock me
ont of & crowd (o tire me.”

The weather conld not have been
more delightful. The decorators did
thelr work theroughly and the sun
shone upon a village resplendent with
ecolor. Most of the business hulldings
and many of the private houses were
ndorued with flags and bunting.

Effective Decorations.

The wost effective decoration was
along the road leading from the center
aof the town tid the read that winds up
Sagamore HUL Here at a distance
of every hundred feet were hung large
American fags which formed a canopy
of staro and stripes under which the
pecple rode on their way to Sagamore
Hill. Where the private road leaves
the maln thoroughfure & large arch of
Bowers and fags had been erected
with the wand “Welcome™ In the cen-
ter. The president’'s reskienre wWas
handsomely decorniad with flags.

The crowds began to arrive early
from: polnts on Loug Island and by
noon the streets were crowded.  Dele
gations oame in from many of the
places near here and severnl special
tralns added thelr qumta to the crow(l.

At 1 o'eleek the members of the
committees headed by a band started
for Sagamore Hill and they were fol
lowed by vehleles of all deseriptions
filled with Long Isianders, many of
whoth had come n cousiderable dis-
tances to greet the president,

The precautions to guard the presl
dent ngainst any possible harm wera
of the most thorongh charncter, In
additian to the sheriff's 300 speclal
deprtles, a large number of secret sor-
viee men and policemon from Neow
York in plaln clothes were on the
porch and nbout the grounds. No one
wis pllowed 1o go past the president
with a camern or p stldk of any de-
soription. Cameras, vallses, canes,
umbrellas anid In many Ccases over
conts aml women's wraps were taken
from their owners and piled up under
a lree near the porch untll the space
around looked llke a second  hand
clothing store,

It was 2:456 when the reception be-
gnn. President Roosevelt wiood on
his poreh and shook hands with all
After pusging him the visitors passed
ot the porch, along s road leading
to the side of the house, where lomon-
ade was served amd thenoe by another
rond ont of the grounds. The lom-
onnde was gerved in small glags eups
ot which was inseribold, “President
Rocesevell, 1002, Ovster Bay." The
eups wiere retalned as pouvenirs.
